FOURTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT ISSUED 


Crop conditions through the cen- 
tarl part of the province have been 
considerably improved by rains dur- 
ing the past weck, and in southern 
and northern sections there is satis- 
factory promise of a good crop, ac- 
cording to telegraphic reports receiv 
ed on Friday by the Department of 
Agriculture for the fourth crop report 
of the season. 


The prolonged drouth during the 
latter part of May and the first three 
weeks of June has considerably re- 
duced the prospective yield over the 
area comprising the central part of 
the province and in a few localities 
early sown wheat has been pastured 
or plowed down. Later sown crops 
however-on breaking or summerfal 


‘low have been able to weather the 


dry period and as a result of the re- 
cent rains will give a fairly good 
yield. 

The southern part of the province 
has received sufficient rainfall to pro 
mote continued growth. An exception 
ally good. stand of fall wheat is re- 
ported and spring wheat and the 
coarse grains are coming along well 


The first irrigation of the season has | 


been completed and a start will be 
made with the cutting of the first 
crop of alfalfa during the coming 
week. 

. Slight injury to crops and gardens 
is reported in a few localtiies as the 
result of frosts on June 19th and 23rd 
With the exception of a few limited 
areas insect injury has been very 
slight. 

The Peace River district contin- 
ues to show promise of a very satis 
factory crop although some localities 
will require further rains shortly. 

Pastures ave making better grow- 
th and the feed situation has been 
considerably improved by the past 
week’s rains, and as a result dairy 
production will show an increase in 
many sections of the porvince.

FRANCE STILL HOLDING OUT 
AGAINST CONFERENCE IN 
BRITISH CAPITAL 


LONDON—If France agrees the 
iast chapter in the jong and complic- 
ated story of German reparations 
for war damage will be ‘written in 
Lundon. Germany has virtually ac- 
cepted the suggestion of the British 
government that the conference to 
consider the Paris experts’ report on 
what Germany can pay ought to be 
held here. France has wanted the 
meeting in Lucerne but may give way 
and agree on London. Belguim and 
J.valy are not expected to object

ratify the Paris agreement but it is 
suid to raise the question of deliver 


ies of German coal to Italy as these

SUMIMERFALLOW CROPS 
DOING FAIRLY WELL 


THOUGH LACK OF MOISTURE 
BEING SERIOUSLY 
FELT NOW 


Crops in the prairie provinces are 
backward and a week to ten days la- 
ter than at this time last year says 
the Bank of Montreal crop report 

Cool weather is retarding growth 
but this and scattered showers gen- 
erally have prevented serious dam- 
age from drought. Few districts are 
actually suffering from lack of mot 
sture and all crops would benefit from 
guod steady rain followed by warm 
weather. In Quebec all crops are late 
but are making rapid growth. In On 
tario good showers have been report 


jea from a few scattered districts 


but there has been no general rain 
and while crops so far have made 
fair progress they are now commenc 
ing to show the effects of the long dry 
spell In the Maritime Provinces much 
needed rains have improved generally 
tavourable crop prospects. In British 
Columbia warm weather following 
heavy rains has been beneficial and 
crops generally are in a healthy con 
dition. Details follow: 

In Alberta (western area) there 
have been no general rains for sever 
al weeks and crops in the northern 
part of this area have suffered from 
lack of moisture although those on 
good summerfallow are doing fairly 
well. Frost has done some damage. 
--onditions south of line from Drum 
heller through Acme and Olds are fav 
orable although rain would be wel- 
come The sugar beet crop is making 
good progress. Northeastern Area‘ 
While there have been itnermittent 


trom lack of moisture, high winds 
aad frost. Pastures are drying up. 
Southeastern Area: Conditions con- 
ditions continue favourable but crops 
are about a week later than usual. 
Alfalfa and hay crops are good. Sask 
atchewan. Northern Area: There is 
sufficient moisture for present needs 
¢ver practically the whole area Crops 
are in satisfactory condition but are 
backward. Southern Area: Except in 
the southwest of the district where 


rain has fallen cool and dry weather 


is adversely affecting crops and the |

SEES HARD TIME 
NEXT FEW YEARS 


AGRICULTURAL EXPERT TELLS 

DRUMHELLER AUDIENCE CUT 

PRODUCTION COST ' 

DRUMHELLER — Speaking to a 
farmers’ gathering at the Rotary, 
luncheon E. L. Gray, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture told the audience 
that they would havo to re-arrange 
things for the next few yeara to com 
bat the downward price of wheat and 
that the farmer was now facing 
critical conditions on account of the 
downward cycle of wheat values. 

“The man who can cut down his 
production cost to meet prices is the 
man who will make good” stated Mr 
Gray. Quoting statistics based on 
cost of production in Montana and 
which compare favorably with Al- 
berta the speaker stated that 2 per 
cent of the farms coud produce 
wheat at 60 cents a bushels, 45 per 
‘cent at 76 cents, 22 per cent at $1.06 
17 per cent at $1.37, 6 per cent at 
$1.61, 3 per cent at $1.96, 2 per cent 
at $2.19 and 3 per cent at $3.07. All 
phases of expenditure were taken in 
for cost of production. 

The speaker advocated mixed farm 
ing and stated that many farmers 
were now keeping sheep which were 
found very helpful in keeping down 
the weed menace, continual grazing 
‘by the sheop during the growth of 
the weeds eventually destroying them 
This alone would be a big saving for 
the farmers, he stated as much was 
spent on control of weeds. 

“Any farmer who has an aggtes- 
sive live stock policy will not be buy 
ing chemicals and most grain farm 
ers will have to come to sheep for 
weeds to cut down costs, said the 
speaker.
